Stephen Leacock al the 
mcctinn of the Political 
economy Club last night. 

Tonight you arc to dchl inilh a 
very controversial .utbjcct: in 
plain language, you arc to rfi.t- 
cuss ivhcthcT or not our present 
social system has worked .suc/i 
praue injustice as between rich 
men and poor men. that wc have 
'pût tiJ-end if. Personally I do 
not think it has. But tonight my 
opinion is neither here or that. I 
have always found that about an 
hour and a half of political 
■economy is as much as J c-an 
«land. Our science is so exciting 
that after a certain period it acts 
as a drug. I propose therefore 
with pour permis.'iioit to retire at 
ten o'clock as I have these 
twenty-three years past. Hut' I 
want to remind you that the 
very freedom that this Club has 
enjoyed since ils inception im- 
poses oil ynu icrtiiin limitations 
of debate. I .say this because the 
announcement of our meeting in 
that preut organ nf public opin- 
ion the McGlLL DAILY did not 
seem to me very happy. It seem- 
ed to speak nf our present social 
system as deed, uud to announce 
our gathering here for ils fun- 
eral. This no doubt was due 
only to the Itur-y of editorial 
work of men a<ho set type with 
one hnnd and work an equation 
with the other.

l'ixîEcntina an Inlerpictntloii of 
Plato'.'* viewpoint on (he censor- 
ship of an, Allan Marcus, honoiu- 
student in , philosophy, opened the 
thiixl meeting of the Philosophical 
Society last night. The subject un- 
der discussion was "Is (he ccnjsor- 
shlp of art ever justUlcd?' The 
main tixnd of. his argument ccn- 
t«d about the thesis that art, 
being .in expression of oharaclcr, 
must consequently influence char- 
acter. It is therefore of vital Im- 
portance that only that which 
Is good and noble In human nature 
be portrayed. He contended that 
this restriction of the scope, of the 
Rrtist'5 niiitcrlal should In no way 
endanger the lilc of art itself. 

Morion Godinc departed from 
the classical treatment of the sub- 
ject and considered it in the light 
of modern events. Before admit- 
ting the censorsliip of any art, he 
thotight 11 neccssarj' to reflect 
upon the artistic appreciation of 
those before whom, the art would 
be exhibUed. It Ja upon this con- 
sideration that oensotshlp is or U 
not justified. Godlne then went 
on to say that 4rt reflecting ab- 
normalities of human nature with 
iindue prominence, ought to be rel- 
ogated to Ita proper perspective 
and not over-exaggerated. 
• « * 

Abe Gruber said that art Is at 
once a mirror and a moulder of 
contemporarj' thought. There is 
little justification for damming 
the flow of events on behalf of 
priva:e opinion. ' 

Sydney Friedman maiiïtàined '* 
that art is to be distinguished from 
social events and, conta'ning eter- 
nal oeauty. cannot be censored. 

Cha.'ies Lapitsky was of the 
opinion that art represents a def- 
inite psriod of social activity. Ar- 
t'stic productions can l>s dLsfn- 
guishcd according to the period in 
which they were produced. 
♦ ♦ ♦ 

Geoff. Hess opposed consorshlp 
on the grounds that the apprecia- 
tion of art is purely subjective. • 
No one is fit to Judge what'an- 
othei- per.son can .'.ec, read or hear. 
Jack Wigdor staled that censor- 
ship is a matter of partisanship 
depending upon the views 'held by 
individual authorities. 

The meeting was pw.s'ded over 
by harold Vernon, President of 
the Society Dr. Hendel, a', the con- 
clusion of the meeting, thanked 
the speakers.

He learn.s 
to coasider the Japanese as "pain 
In neck." When he leaves China, 
however, he must change ths 
iwint of view by trying to catch 
the spirit of Chi'ist and translate 
It Into a modem setting.

The speaker said that, although 
he , was a, university graduate, an 
educated man, when he left China 
he found that he was extremely 
ignorant as regards the customs 
and attitudes of other nations. 
This Ignorance is mutual, he point- 
ed out. As an Illustration of this 
statement, he told his audience 
how he, in his Chinese garb, had 
been mistaken both for a Catholic 
priest and for a woman. 

Such a mistake causes amuse- 
ment. But there, are .much more 
serious mistaiter arising from in- 
ternational mis-understanding, and 
they cause not amiisement but 
war.

What Is worse, in noticing the 
differences between ourselves and 
foreigners, wc are inclined to feel 
that this difference is a superior- 
ity on our part. If our manner 
shows this feeling, successful in- 
ternational Intercourse becomes 
impossible. For "men are made 
with one heart," aiwf this heart 
tuidergoos the same emotions In 
all of us. We must not forget our 
inilversal kinship.

Base Of Education

I MORG.^ty ARTS MAN 

I Uni%'er!iity Should insist in 
Liberal Training of 
Students 

"In my position at the University, I 
am, if anything, an Arts man," Prin- 
j clpal .Morgan told those gathered at 
I the Arta Undergraduate Luncheon 
j yesterday. A study of the liberal arts, 
'he declared, should be the foundation 
of every university education. As Ba- 
'con once said, Che source of all pro- 
I fessions is served and supplied by the 
studies of philosophy and universality. 

"You are right," he told the Ara- 
men, "and profotuidly right, to under- 
go this training,' and the imlverslty 
|is right to insist that you should." 
Principal Morgan regretted the step 
taken in English education a few gen- 
leratlons ago when the faculty of sci- 
lence in most unlversitiea was separ- 
iated from the faculty of arts. In bis 
; opinion, a man shoiild be termed a 
j Bachelor of -Arts.- -whether he has 
' studied the art of chemistry or she 
' art of literature. 

He thought that every Science mar. 
! should study the U'oeral arts; but that 
i at the same time it was ridiculous tor 
; an Arts man in these days of progress 
■ and Invention to consider himaelt 
; educated without knowledge of the 
I practical side of life. 

In this connection, he told an amu^- 
j ed audience that his own inefficiency 
had been a benefit to him at the out- 
iset of his unltrersity career. He had 
studied to be a doctor, but his In-

Again, thoHc who do read contempor- 
ary drama should voiisUlcr it a duly lo suggesti to 
any of the non-profcsslonnl groups plays whlcii 
they have liked. Of course the groups thcinselvps 
must share in the blnme for our pre.iPiU coiullllmi. 
Play-reading within a drninntic orgnnlr.nlion should 
be as conliiuiouB and essential an aotivlly is play 
pixxlucing, but in the mnjorlly of our soclollea it 
plays a relatively iinlniporlnnt pnrt. 

Here perhaps It Is worth menllonliig that the 
ifi-eatest netd .tI piTisent Is for more lndei)cndcnt 
groups not llc<l down in their choice of plays by 
any narrow limitations. One cannot blnmo the 
groups whtcJ) have affllialions . .with Çhurcli, educa- 
tional or other instilullons for restricting thoir 
choice to tliasc plays which conform to the prin- 
ciples rcprcficnlcd by such institution.'». Nor Is this 
a suggestion that revolutionary drama should be 
tolerated. But a true dramatic group should stand 
or fall by its own worth of failure, and not because 
of repN-cusslcns in inisliltrtdons organized for 
othei' purposes. 

Turning now to the audiences' effect on the 
composition of our dramatic groups, wc sec a simi- 
lar deficiency in the sottrcc of supply. The amateur 
organisations in the city should strive to represent 
the people for whom they are producing plays; this 
can only be accomplished it the community sees to 
it that they arc worthily^ represented. "Hiose who 
know where good dramatic talent is to be found 
should inform the \ arious producers and arrange to 
bring them together. It must be remembered, too, 
that there is an urgent need for the best technical 
assistants as well as for those who are going to act. 
Uliere must, at the present time, lie a tremendous 
: amount of skill in these lines which has remained 
I completely -untapped. 

The third and most important influence which 
an audience should have, and has not, in Montreal, 
IS in the sphere ot criticism. The reputation of a 
more or less permanent non-professional group can 
I be improved far more by the collective criticism 
j of its audience than by any single newspaper re- 
I view. The latter cannot help but be short, general 
thought of ; guarded, whereas tlie constructive criticism of 
many minds, even if from laymen in the show busi- 
I ness. is a fairer estimate of the play's merits and 
j the group's interpretation of It. «• - ^ 

Wc have tried to emphasitc the importance of 
i ilie spectators in relation to the aolor. This must 
not be taken as an attempt to shift the blame for 
obvious weaknesses in our dramatic fare onto the 
shoulders of the less active local praticlpants. It is, 
however, an indirect appeal to those interested in 
seeing good plays to cooperate with those Iniercslfd 
in acting ihcm. What the dlscrUninaling Montreal 
public demands, the existent groups will do their 
best to supply, H. H,S. and R. M. L.
